Wnat Hunters W h o Have Met the Grixaly 
Hare t o Say of His Alaska Coos In—They 


Do Not Fear Man and Wltl Fight While- 
Mortally Wounded. 


A traveler who recently returned from 
Alaska says: "The Alasknn brown bear 
Is a huge, shaggy animal, varying in 
length from 6 to 12 feet and weighing 
from 800 to 1,500 pounds. I found him 
to be an export fisher, and during the 
salmon seasou he frequents all the rivers 
emptying into the Bering sea and the 
north Paoifioand their tributaries as far 
aa the fish go. After the salmon run is 
over the animal retreats into the reoesses 
of the hills, where berries and small 
game are plentiful. Among other things 
be does besides fishing and occasionally 
chewing up a hunter, he is a great road- 
maker for this part of Alaska. Nor only 
are the bonks of the streams trodden into 
good trails by these huge lumbering 
beasts, but the swampy plains are cross­ 
ed in every direction 6y paths leading to 
the hills. Tho travolor will do well to 
follow them in journeying across the 
country, as they invariably lead to the 
best feeding places along the stream and 
form the best routes to the hills. " 


A hunter who has spent some time 
there recently 
chasing 
brown 
bears 
writes several of his experiences to the 
Seattle Telegraph. 


"My first encounter," he says, "with 
one of these hrown bears was a startling 
experience for me, and I have always 
thought equally so for the bear. We had 
been working up against a strong cur­ 
rent of the Koowak river -all day, and 
toward nightfall pitched our tent at the 
base of a high bluff forming the right 
bank of the stream. 
While supper was 
being prepared I climbed the bluff to 
get a look at the country and was walk­ 
ing along with my gun carolesaly hold 
in my left hand. 
The top of the bluff 
was densely covered almost to the edge 
with spruce and aiders, and the under­ 
growth was so thick that it was impos­ 
sible to see more than a few feet through 
it. Ahead of mo a cluster of rocks offer­ 
ed a temporary place to git down and 
enjoy the view, and I made for it. Just 
as I reached the nearest rock a tremen­ 
dous shaggy animal arose apparently 
from under my feet, and I immediately 
recognized iu him the brown bear of 
whose fierceness the natives had been 
telling me for weeks. 
My first instinct 
was to shoot, and I probably would have 
done so had my gun been in my right 
hand, but the first motion I made the 
bear reared on his haunches and was so 
formidable looking that I concluded to 
wait and see what he intended doit) a. 
After a moment's 
hesitation, 
during 
which he turned his head from side to 
side and licked bis ohops in a most sug­ 
gestive fashion, he dropped on all fours, 
and with wonderful quickness turned 
and sprang out of sight in the dense 
undergrowth. When I returned to camp 
and related my experience, Tah-tah-rok, 
my native guide, assured me that the 
bear must recently have concluded a 
heavy meal, or otherwise he would have 
attacked m a 


"Some offtoers from some of the ves­ 
sels of the Bering sea fleet went ashore 
at Herendeen bay during the summer of 
1891 on a deer bunt, and one of the 
party saw a bear about 100 yards distant 
eating berries. 
Without thought of the 
consequences, he raised his gun and fired 
at the animal. 


"The shot went wide of the mark, but 
at the report of the gun the bear started 
for the hunter on a dead run. His charge 
was met with a shower of bullets from 
the officer's repeater; but, although bad­ 
ly wounded, the infuriated animal did 
not 
hesitate 
an instant and rushed 
straight at his enemy. 
When within 
about 10 feet of the hunter, the bear 
rose on his haunches and prepared to 
olose. 
Blood was pouring in streams 
down his body. One bullet had shattered 
his upper fuw, but he was so full of fight 
that the final outcome of the struggle 
would have been extremely doubtful had 
not aufttrjOT of the party arrived and 
ended the fight by shooting the brute 
through the brain. An examination of 
the bear's body showed that he had been 
struck six timoa. 
Three of the shots 
ware in parts of the body ordinarily con­ 
sidered vital and would doubtless have 
caused death, but the vitality of these 
animals is almost incredible. 
Instances 
ore cited of their running over 100 yards 
after being shot through the heart 


"Last summer, while I was at Sand 
Point, two hunters came in, after an ab­ 
sence of over a month in the vicinity of 
Portage bay, and reported having killed 
83 bears. One day they killed seven. In 
order to* show that they were not spin­ 
ning hunters' yams they brought the 
skins with them, and sold them at a 
trading post at Sand Point 
During the 
summer of 1891 two prospectors were 
looking for coal lands near Port Moller, 
and about a mile from the shore they 
eame upon an immense brown bear en­ 
gaged in catching salmon in a small 
stream. One of the prospectors immedi­ 
ately opened fire, and evidently wound­ 
ed the brute badly, but he got ant of 
Bight in the thick brush. Being anxious

Sic. 3839 of the Political Code reads as 
follows : 


Bvery mail inhabitant of the State, over 
twenty-one and under 6 0 years of age, ex­ 
cept paupers, insane persons and Indians, 
not taxed, must annually pay a poll tax of 
two dollars, provided the same be paid be­ 
tween the first M nday in March and the 
first Monday in July, then it shall be three 
dollars. 


S E C . 3846 of the Political Code makes it 
the duty of the Assessor to "demand Poll 
Tax of every person liable therefor, and on 
the neglect or refusal of such persons to pay 
he must collect by seizure and sale of any 
personal property owned by such person." 


Under sections 429 to 4 3 4 every person 
who refuses to give his own name or the 
name of any person in his employ, or who 
in any manner obstructs the Assessoror'Any 
of his deputies in the collection of the State 
Poll Tax, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
liable to a fine of $500 or imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or both such fine and im­ 
prisonment. 


Only those persons under twenty-one of 
over sixty years of age are exempt. 
Poll 
Tax must be paid on demand.

Creating the office of a Sanitary In­ 


spector of all plumbing in houses in 


the T 
o 
w n of Berkeley, and provid­ 


ing certain duties for such officer. 


T H E 
B O A R t l O F 


1 
Town of Berkeley, do ordain as follows 


THE 
TRUSTEES OF 


SECTION 1. That tne publlo health and com­ 
fort of the Town of Berkeley, 
requires the ap­ 
pointment by the Health Ofnoer of the Town of 
Berkeley of a competent plumber, as Sanitary 
Inspector of all plumbing in houses erected or 
to be erected In Berkeley. 


Section 2. That this Board does hereby orente 
suoh ofltoe of Sanitary Inspector of plumbing In 
Berkeley, and hereby provides that the said 
Sanitary Inspector of plumbing shall have the 
following duties: He shall be under the direc­ 
tion of the Health Offloer of Berkeley, shall In- 
sped and approve or disapprove. In writing, 
the plans and specifications of all buildings, 
both publlo and private, hereafter oreoted In 
the Town of Berkeley, so far as suoh plans and 
specifications affect or oonoern the drainage or 
plumbing of such houses and report his aotions 
to said Health Ofnoer. 
He shall also under the 
direotlon of the said Health Offloer, lnspeot the 
plumbing and drainage facilities of any of the 
houses now erected In Berkeley, which In the 
opinion of suoh Health Ofnoer, may require an 
examination, and report the condition of the 
same to said Health Offloer. 


Seotlon 3. Said Sanitary Inspector shall be 
appointed by tho Health Offloor of the Town of 
Berkeley, subjeot to the approval of the Board 
of Trustees of the Town of Berk< ley. and shall 
hold suoh office during the pleasure of tho 
Board of Trustees. 


Seotlon 4. For services 
rendered by said 
Sanitary Inspector, he shall receive such com­ 
pensation as this Board shall by ordinance 
provide. 


Seotlon R. This ordlnanoe shull take 
effect 
immediately 
upon Its final 
passage. 
And 
all ordinances and parts of ordlnanoes in con­ 
flict herewith are repealed. 


Section fl. Any violation of this ordinance Is 
hereby declared a misdemeanor, punishable by 
fine not exceeding the sum of $50. The judg 
ment imposing the fine may also direct Impris­ 
onment in the County Jail of Alameda County 
until such fine is satisfied. 
Which imprison­ 
ment shall not exceed one day for every One 
Dollar (#1) of the fine, providing however such 
imprisonment shall not extend beyond the term 
of one {1} month. 


Seotlon 7. This ordinanoe Is hereby ordered 
to be printed and published, with the ayes and 
noes, for two days In the BKRKKI.KY 
GAZKTTK. 
which paper Is hereby designated for that pur­ 
pose.
